There are several reaso ns fo r this 
unusual increase, so me o f which will 
no t add to the impulse to glo rify the 
J uly statement. 
Fo r initance, much 
o f the added business resulted fro m the 
great dro ught thro ugho ut the west, 
which caused farmers and sto ck d e al­ 
ers to rush their cattle and ho gs to the 
central markets ai an unusual time. 
It also influenced the shipment o f an 
unusual amo unt o f grain 
to take ad­ 
vantage o f the high 
prices. 
While 
these reaso ns are believed to acco unt 


f o r the increase in J uly, they are also 
lo o ked upo n as an indicatio n that the 
nex t mo nth's repo rt will no t be so satis­ 
facto ry.

If the 
charge is correct, we trust that the 
man will be adequately punished, but 
we would suggest that the merchants 
of our neighboring towns do their ad­ 
vertising through legitimate channels 
| and with men who are their own fel­ 
low citizens, and have an equal inter­ 
est with themselves in building up all 
local business enterprises.
